Shipping Board Announces
Scale for Atlantic and -

Gulf Ports

The United States Shipping Board
has announced a new wage scale for
licensed officers of vessels operating;
from Atlantic and Gulf ports ln the
coastwise and oveiseas trade.

The Increases are effective and will
be paid retroactlvelj from May 4 last,
and exceptions in application of the new
scale are made onlv in the cases of
ships operated bv the navv and the
railroad administration and small craft
Piling exclusively In harbors, bays and
rivers The railroad administration will

' determine the scale to be put In force
nboaid coastwise vessels under its con- -
trol

The 25 per cent bonus for officers en-

gaged In the coastwise, West Indian and
Central American trade and the 50 per
cent bonus allowed to transatlantic
service fare tetalned, the shipping board
holding that existing conditions make
any radical change In this phase of the
wage situation unwise

The new scale resulted from.recom-mendatlon- s

submitted to the national
marine conference which ended heie Ma
4 last, and la based upon --an exhaustive
studv of conditions covering the

cost of living, corresponding
wages ashore, Pacific coast wages and
the Importance of holding officers now
in the merchant marine nnd attracting
men with knowledge of the sea.

It was found necessary under existing
conditions to provide a class for the
smallest boats, so that they will not be
forced to suspend operations bv having
to pa wages equal to those paid aboard
larger vessels ln the new classification
a substantially uniform percentage of
Increase in power tonnage Is maintained
between one class and the next.
